Share From State 


Indianap olis, Jan. 18—Checks 
totalling $38,500 were mailed by 
the state Monday to the schools 
in Ru sh cou nty in the cu rrent 
semi-annu al 
distribu tion 
of 
teachers* 
salary 
fu nds 
made 
av ailable by the gross income 
tax , it was annou nced today by 
Floy d I. McMu rray , state su p er­ 
intendent of p u blic instru ction. 
The cou nty ’s share is p art of a 
state-wide distribu tion of $6,9 68 ,- 
850, the third distribu tion of 
state-collected school fu nds on 
the basis of $7 00 annu ally for 
each teaching u nit. 
Pay ments Janu ary 
16 were 
made to the schools a t the rate 
of $350 for each teaching u nit. 
Teaching u nits are based on an 
av erage daily attendance of thir­ 
ty -fiv e grade school p u p ils or 
twenty -fiv e high school p u p ils. A 
total of 19,911 su ch u nits were al­ 
located in making the p resent 
distribu tions, 
according to J. 
William Bosse, director of statis­ 
tics and finance for the Dep art­ 
m ent of Edu cation. A similar dis­ 
tribu tion of $350 a u nit is sched­ 
u led for nex t Ju ly . 
In addition to the school dis­ 
tribu tions, the gross income tax , 
which is by far the largest con­ 
tribu tor to the state general 
fu nd, has enabled the State to 
m atch the cou nty u nits of gov ­ 
ernm ent dollar for dollar on wel­ 
fare costs—old age p ensions, aid 
to dep endent children, aid to the 
blind. Gross in co me tax fu nds 
p rov ide ap p rox imately one third 
of the total op erating ex p enses 
of Indiana schools. 


Indianap olis, Jan. 18 (ZP) — An­ 
other p rop osal for remodelling 
Indiana’s liqu or laws — a Rep u b­ 
lican measu re to ou tlaw the im­ 
p orter sy stem — came before the 
state hou se of rep resentativ es to­ 
day while the senate haggled 
ov en a bill which wou ld change 
the date for p u rchase of au to­ 
mobile license p lates.

The senate cleared the floor of 
all v isitors while it argu ed heat­ 
edly for more than 30 minu tes 
ov er a bill, u p for second read­ 
ing, which wou ld change the 
deadline for p u rchase of au to­ 
mobile license tags from Jan­ 
u ary I to March I. 
Unable to agree, the senate 
delay ed second reading of the 
measu re u ntil Monday . 
Under Rep . M arkland’s bill, the 
ex cise administrator wou ld serv e 
as a bev erage board member bu t 
wou ld hav e no more p ower than 
any of the other three members. 
The bill calls for ending the 
imp orter sy stem effectiv e March 
15 and the collection of tax es, 
now a fu nction of the imp orters 
by the nu mber of bottle cap s 
p u rchased from bonded m anu ­ 
factu rers.

The p ap er said that abo u t fo u r 
mo n ths ago the rep resen tatio n s 
“in creased to su ch an ex ten t 
that the New Yo rk Times, in 
p u rsu an ce o f a p o licy o f tak in g 
n o thin g fo r gran ted, sen t an as­ 
sistan t man agin g edito r to Mex ­ 
ico City to in v estigate Mr. Klu ck - 
ho hn ’s wo rk o n the sp o t. 
“The rep o rts v in dicated Mr. 
Klu ck ho hn in ev ery resp ect. He 
is highly regarded in the Ameri­ 
can co mmu n ity in Mex ico City 
an d by all who are in fo rmed in 
this co u n try .”

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WHAT’S THE GREAT HURRY? 
Some newsp ap er co mmentato rs are remarking 
o n how clev erly the Presid ent had “taken the 
ball” fro m Congress at the o p ening of the ses­ 
sio n The legislato rs, they say , were all read y to 
criticize some of the New Deal’s d o mestic p oli­ 
cies at the o u tset of the session, bu t Mr. Roose­ 
v elt shu nted the co u ntry ’s attentio n o n to fo reign 
affairs by ex p ressing the belief that we o u ght im­ 
med iately to start o u t o n a rearmament p ro ­ 
gram to beat back threatened assau lts o n “d e­ 
mo cracy ” in So u th America, and o n the p eop le 
of the United States. 
Variou s reaso ns fo r this new p olicy on the p art 
of the Chief Ex ecu tiv e hav e been giv en. It is 
charged that he d esired to d iv ert the attentio n 
of the p eop le fro m the ex trav agance and eco­ 
no mic mistakes of the New Deal and fro m the 
resu lts of the 19 38 electio n; o thers av er that the 
Presid ent d esires to u se eno rmo u s ex p end itu res 
fo r d efense fro m a mo re o r less rem o te alien 
p eril, as a new so rt of p u mp p riming p ro gram in 
an effo rt to rev iv e bu siness. One listener who 
heard the Presid ent d eliv er his message was 
mean eno u gh to say : “He co u ld n’t balance the 
bu d get, so he is wav ing the flag.” 
No m atter what we think abo u t all of this and 
the mo tiv es which bro u ght it abo u t, the fact 
remains that the q u esion of bu ild ing great arm a­ 
ments, esp ecially fo r aerial warfare o u ght to be 
gone into carefu lly . 
No sane American wants o u r co u ntry to go 
u np ro tected against a fo reign foe, o r one who has 
su cceed ed in entering the gates by p eacefu l if 
frau d u lent p rocesses. Bu t we d o want o u r d e­ 
fensiv e armament co nstru cted wisely and effi­ 
ciently . It may be that we are in d anger of as­ 
sau lt fro m abro ad , bu t certainly su ch p eril is no t 
going to become acu te in the nex t few mo nths. 
We sho u ld , therefo re, go abo u t o u r arming fo r 
d efense mo re or less calmly and efficiently . 
More o r less d isq u ieting ru mo rs are being cir­ 
cu lated thro u gh the co u ntry and they o u ght at 
least be ex amined as to their v erity . Fo r ex amp le, 
some aircraft ex p erts d eclare that if we were to 
embark on a p lan now of bu ild ing eight or ten 
tho u sand p lanes, before the last ones were com­ 
p leted they wou ld all be cu t of d ate and u seless 
fo r co mbat against an u p -to -d ate foe. It is stated 
fu rther that some Eu ro p ean natio ns are alread y 
eq u ip p ing their airp lanes with engines, and u s­ 
ing lighter and to u gher material su ch as wou ld 
immed iately make obsolete any p lanes bu ilt in 
o u r co u ntry u nd er the p resent p atterns. These 
ru mo rs are d isq u ieting to say the least and o u ght 


to be gone into carefu lly . No d o u bt Congress will 
see that this is d one. 
Fu rthermo re, it is rep o rted that New Deal 
p lans fo r bu ild ing u p o u r aerial d efenses hav e 
been d rawn witho u t co nsu lting the aerial ex ­ 
p erts in the army and nav y . Certainly if we are 
to get the “low d o wn” o n what we need fo r d e­ 
fense and what sho u ld be bu ilt, we o u ght to get 
the best o p inio n av ailable fro m tho se whose bu si­ 
ness it is to know. Congress can p erfo rm no mo re 
v alu able serv ice fo r the co u ntry than to see that 
this is d one. 


A NEW LOW 
Accord ing to the market letters, the p rice of 
October co tto n fu tu res sold in the New York Cot­ 
to n ex change o n the tenth of Janu ary at 7.26 
cents p er p o u nd , which is the lowest since the 
d ev alu atio n of the d o llar. The sad p art of the 
sto ry is that, basing the p rice of co tto n o n the 
100-cent d o llar, as had alway s been the cu sto m 
u p to the time of New Deal financial wizard ry , the 
p rice on Janu ary ll was the lowest on reco rd . It 
may be maintained by the financial wizard s that 
whether the d o llar is wo rth six ty cents o r one 
hu nd red cents is only ano ther “tweed led ee” so 
long as it bu y s as mu ch good s fo r o u r p eop le.

The co tto n grower in 
Brazil, Ru ssia and o ther fo reign co u ntries has 
increased his acreage to make u p fo r the cu r­ 
tailment p racticed by the American grower. And 
the artificial restrictio n of tne cro p at ho me nas 
so raised growing co sts in America as to -enable 
the alien p ro d u cer to u nd ersell u s ev en fu rther 
on the world co tto n markets. 
These two facts: a stimu latio n of co tto n p ro ­ 
d u ctio n abro ad and artificial raising of the costs 
of p ro d u ctio n at ho me, hav e serv ed to hamstring 
the American co tto n grower. No wo nd er he is 
stead ily losing his fo reign market.
